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ABSTRACT 



A radially expandable tubular prosthesis which allows for 
controlled expansion in a circumferential direction follow- 
ing implantation while limiting expansion in a longitudinal 
direction. The prosthesis is particularly suited to intralumi- 
nal implantation via a catheter and is also particularly suited 
for percutaneous implantation in children.
